Applicants noted an error in the definition of R 4 and R 6 in claim 1, column 57, line 50 in the 
published patent, US 7417041 . The definitions of R 4 and R 6 in claim 1 as originally filed read as "R 4 
and R 6 taken together with the atoms to which they are attached form a core fused heteraromatic." Per 
the amendment on April 20, 2007, and the elected subject matter in the Restriction Requirement dated 
Nov. 16, 2006, Applicants amended the definitions of R 4 and R 6 in claim 1 to read "R 4 and R 6 taken 
together with the atoms to which they are attached form a pyrimidyl moiety." In a response dated July 
23, 2008, to an Office Action, Applicants inadvertently changed the definitions of R 4 and R 6 back to the 
original definitions. 

Applicants had discussed the error with the Examiner, Susanna Moore, after realizing the error.
